THE BISHOP'S CHARGE, 

“Tae Charge ‘of tho Lord Bishop ‘of Vic. 
toria, yesterday delivered ‘at St. John’s 
Cathedral, ‘is of so exhaustive a nature 
that it, is impossible to do mote than 
allude to most of the many details with 
which it aborinds. When we say that it 
oxtends over sixty-five Pages of post. 
octavo size, and. that three hours wete ” 
occupied in its delivery, ow readers will 
believe’ that- many Subjects must. be 
touched on, each in itself’ sufficient as the 
theme of an ordinary article or sermon, - 
Commencing by. a. statement ot the 
nature and extent of thé Episcopal juris. 
diction committed by the Sovereign in 
Her Royal Letters Patent to the Bishop 
of this ses, in which statement tho actual 
Juvisdiction of His Lordship 'is detined'as ” 
“territorial. in Hongkong and its depend. 
encies and personal in China,” Bishop Al- 
ford clearly lays down his ‘own: opinions 
regarding the authority vested in him. « 
He then passes to a long and carefully * 
compiled Review of the Mission field in 
Ohina from 1837 to 1868, and conclades 
that portion of the subject by a réferende 
to Japan, in which some interesting 
information regarding ” nutive religious 
enstoms is embodied, It. is,. however, 
not with these portions of the “ Charge” 
that we are peculiarly interested, Bishop 
Alford has afforded us matter for reflec- 
tion and comnient in the section devoted 
more peculiarly to Hongkong, and to,it. 
we naturally turn with extreme interest, 
For the first-time within’ the memory of 
& majority of the residents in this Colony 
has a dighitary of the Church wielded ? 
the pen and tongue: of a’ Censor as to 
the Government and condition of Hong- 
koig. His first remarks are naturally 
devotéd to the provision made for the 
spiritual ‘wants of the Colony—of the 
naval and’ military forces, and of the 
Jarge number of merchant seamen fre- 
quenting ‘this port. His sketch of the 
duties ofa Colonial Chaplain is calculated 
to somewhat upset the popular idea, that 
such an official has a remarkably “ easy 
billet,” Thushe is statad to be vesponsibie 
for one or moye Sunday Services at the 
Cathedral, and for a Sunday Service at 
the Sailors’ Home} the performance of 
Marriages, Baptisms and:Funerals } the 
Visitation of the Gaol prisoners (English) 
and performance of a weekly. service} 
for the same at the Civil Hospital ;. the 
visitation of the sick amongst the reai- 
dents of the Colony; the spiritual care _ 
of the Scamen’s Hospital and that of the 
crews of merchant vessels in harbour, 
This is sively enough to more than ocr 
cupy ahy conscientious ‘man, and we , 
agree with the Bishop's opinion thab 
such is the case. He Points out that the 
assistance rendered him ig voluttary, and 
suggeats that'a stipend for the Deacon 
should be raised in the Colony, Many 
Jof the remarks as to clerical uattery. 
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in this island are of interest; but we 
must pass them-‘by, and ‘come to the 
questions ‘upon which no. little public 
curiosity has been. excited’to know his 
Tordship’s opinions 
“ The’ matter of. primary ‘education is 
first of all dealt with, and the Bishop grap- 
ples with the consideration which in ‘cle- 
rical eyes must ever necessarily be deemed 
allimportant. Purely secular education is 
almost invariably ‘opposed by those. who 
believe that religious teaching is a, neces- 
sity, and we are not surprised that. the 
“Bishop should ‘inyeigh against: the non- 
religion-teaching system of our Govern- 
" ment achools, . But’ is not his » Lordship 
| rather -hasty-in his ‘conclusions ?. “He 
draws a comparison between’ the time 
when the Testament. was used aa a class 
book (perhaps the most objectionable use 
‘to which the Seriptures can possibly: be 
put) and'the. present, wher it is eliminat- 
ed; and because it ‘was used as a class 
‘book he opines that the:schools then “pro- 
mised.” better in a moral point of view. 
But has he enquired: as to tha results of 
thé former practice?’ . Can -he shew-one 
single native (who has not reniained under 
missionary care or’ influence) who has in 


any way shewn that -he was once in- 


stricted in- our Seviptures 4. Does he 
know the .reasona -why. the’ Bible. was 
eliminated from the: list of class books? 
A. reference to. the ‘past reports ‘of ‘the 
Inspector might throw a fresh light upon 
the question: * Wo fully sympathise with 
the Bishop's feelings that the opportunity. 
should .be ‘afforded. of religious instruc” 
tion, bit we.are not sure that’ denoming- 
tional’ schools’ would .advantageously 
supersede the Government: system... We 
should gladly see’a voluntary’ class for 
religious instruction formed at the Central 
School, attendance’ or absdice making no 
difference in ‘the status of the -scholar or 
in the amount of actual work performed, 
it being substittited ‘to. those who chose 
for class teading: of a secular’ character 
neither more’ or less likely. to interest. 
But when: we regard: the results’ of our’ 
own so-called religious teaching in Eng- 
land—the dislike to-the ordinances : of 
religion and the Sabbath, to the Bible, and 
but too’ frequently, ag. a: consequence.-to 
ite doctrines, by. the: injudicions. system 
edopted-of. Bunddy teak-work;: when’ we 
recal the dreary hours of ‘sermon, and 
" the Daily Bible readings, with’ their “at 
‘tendant “impositions” and other punish- 
ments, we ceriainly should not care to'see 
compnlsory religious education introduced 
into thé Central Schédls .of this Colony. 
With this éxception we can agree. with 
Bishop Alford's’:-suggestions—even as 
regards denominational. help, if it be 
placed under government inspection and 
conduct. But there must be one head, 
and the “hand-in-hand” ‘system would 
never succeed, Rather we would “ay, 
let the government hold ont.its hand to 
denominational schools, condicted . as 
their’ supporters see fit, provided ‘they 
submitted to'a, uniform code as: regards 
sectilar édycation and to. periodical . visits

‘A correspondent of tho. Ceylon Eaa- 
miner ‘supplies’ tho following sketch of 
this Inte Majesty, Somadotch Paramendr 
Phra Mongkut, Supreme King of Siam 
and Cambodia, who died on October. 1, 
1868 ;— a : 


In his _young-r days, he entered the 
Budhist Priesthood, and haying duly taken 
orders, his efforts were dirccted- to the 
purification of Budhism. ‘To this end-he 
formed a:society called the Dhamma Yut- 
tiku Nikaya, which;-in a short time, count- 
ed among its members, the .most'erudite 
Budhist Theologians and Scholars of the 
Siamese Priesthood, On tho death, how- 
ever, of the then reigning ’King Parama 
Dhammika, his brother, he was called on, 
by the unanimous voice of tho ministers 
and people, to thke. up the reins. of Govern: 
ment: With great reluctance Vagira Nana 
(for that was his clerical name), consented 
. to change his sacerdotal -vestinents for the 
gorgevus trappings of royalty, and in the 
47th year of lis ago, hé ascended the throne 
of. Siam amidst the joyful acclunations of 
the multitude. His reizn was marked bya 
wisdom and’ liborality that at once secured 
for him the entire devotion of his subjects; 
ao that ho was able, in spite of. oriental 
projudice, to. introdnee the arts and soiences 
.of Europe into his kiugdom. “Hig dealings 
with other Powers and States were charac: 
terized by a sagacious and far-sighted po- 
licy, which prompted him to establish 
friendly xelations with the Courts of Lou- 
don, Paria and Berlin, and ercei Consulates 
in Singapore, Peuang,- Hdugkong, Macao 
and Batavia, ° :
